Cherry avenue to obstruct the view of the 
passer-by as there are on beautiful Kim 
avenue, and therefore u better view of 
the vineyards anil orchards may be ob- 
tained. 


The Boil just south of the city limits is 


of the same character AS that oil Elui 
avenue, a little west of it. It ia a brown 
and reddish brown, heavy loam, and the 
trees and vines planted in it look very 
thrifty. 


Many of the colonists were away from 


homo yesterday when THE 
reporter called. Some of the newest 
were working for neighbors in order to 
keep theniEelvea going until their or- 
chards and vineyards come into bearing, 
aud some of the older settlers were junk- 
eting in the east anil Europe on the pro- 
ceeds of last year's crop. 


11. P. Reebt-rg, two years from Den- 


mark, lias a twenty-acre tract, fifteen of 
which are in muscats and live in alfalfa. 
Four acres of tho rnuecata bore for the 
first time last year, yielding an income 
of $200. lie ia glad that he is here. 


A SUCCESSFUL SCOTCHMAN. 


John Ititchie, from Glasgow, Scotland, 


has a trim, well-kept place of forty acres, 
the most of which is in muscats. The 
vines are youig and ten acres are three 
years old. Ho has a few acres in fruit 
also. The soil is rich and tho trees and 
vines are flourishing. 


$165 AS ACICK. 


E. K. Cabot baa lived on his twenty- 


acre tract for seven years. He has raisin 
grapes, pears and ahalfa. His four-year- 
old vines produced a ton and a half of 
raisins to the acre last year. He paid 
$1000 for the tract, aud values itat $5000. 


LSdlEASiLO SKVKN FOLD. 


K. M. Wilson paid $1300 for twenty 


acres eight years ago, and the property 
has improved so that it is now wortb 
$9000. 


Ten acres are in Muscat vines, some 


of which are in bearing and some of 
which will come into hearing this year. 
There is one acre of White Adriatic %s 
that are bearing heavily. Mr. Wilson 
thinks that they will produce $300 worth 
of dried figs this year. 


Two acres are in Bartlett pears and 


they yielded three tons last year. Two 
acres are in alfalfa with the usual heavy 
yield, and two acres are in Early Craw- 
ford peaches, which yielded thirteen tons. 
They were sold on the trees. 


Mr. Wilson, like most of the early set- 


tlers, experimented a little with different 
kinds of fruit uutil he ascertained what 
were best fitted to Freano's soil and cli- 
mate. He tried French prunes for a 
while, but dug them tip, as they did not 
<lo well, lie had also two acres in 
Morepark apricots— the shyest of bear- 
ers— and took them out because they 
bore only every second year. He put 
grape cuttings in their place. 


There are a few black figs on the place, 


and they produced $4 to the tree. The 
product of the acre of White Adriatic 
flgs has been contracted for by the repre- 
sentative of a Chicago firm. If nothing 
happens to spoil the crop he will have to 
pay $300 for it. 


''Two years ago," gatd Mrs. Wilson, 


"we got twelve tons from our apricot 
trees, and we sold them to Meade & Co. 
for ijjf cents a pound."

any idea of the income derived from a 
;ood orchard, they would not be so 
jack ward in planting fruit trees, nor

grounded principles that the American 
people are protectionists, yet it required 
the argument and party battling of 
many years to convince the great ma- 
jority of tho wiedom nml righifulneas, 
and policy as well, of protection. Karly 
teachings to the contrary, founded on 
nothing more worthy than the bigotry 
of party and the demagogy of leaders of 
the hook and crook order, had so im- 
pregnated the mind of nrnuy, that so 
great a statesman as Henry Clay was de- 
feated in his ardent endeavors to pro- 
mulgate the doctrine of protection effect- 
ively, and the. persistent efforts of fore- 
moat wriieis and orators, armed with 
the infallible logic, which now appears 
so simple and so clear to the great ma- 
jority, could accomplish no more than 
the implanting of the good seed which w 
now iu full fruition, bestowing upon the 
whole land alike the incalculable bene- 
fits of its perennial abundant yield. 


It is not an American habit to do a 


thing by halves or piecemeal. Since 
protection is demonstrated to bo of great 
benefit to the nation and to all, without 
class discrimination, it should he made 
complete in every part ami quality. The 
farmer is protected in hia peculiar pro- 
ducts, the manufacturer is protected in 
hia manufactures, tho invuntor is pro- 
tected—at home and abroad— in his in- 
ventions, by ri»ht of patent, aud pro- 
tection is intended to be guaranteed to 
all ; yet there are cases in which this 
intention is not fulfilled. 
With pro- 


tection is allied the disposition to fair 
dealing with other nations aud proper 
reciprocal relations, (n this American 
quality has remained lacking and neg- 
lected a matter of much importance, 
which is every day growing to be of 
greater importance. In the early days 
of the republic, when American, authors 
and American hooks were rare produc- 
tions, little attention was paid to the 
matter, even Iu piotection and justice to 
these. Siuce, with the growth of Amer- 
ican literature, tho copyright lawa have 
been so amended as to secure to American 
authors and publishers proper recogni- 
tion of their rights. Hut here comes in 
our neglect and omission of fair dealing. 
The works of foreign authors and pub- 
lishers have been and are still without 
fair and just protection of the laws in 
this country. We appropriate, without 
due recognition of the rights and prop- 
erty of the foreigners, very largely to 
their damage in pecuniary effect, what- 
ever can be obtained from them without 
juat compensation, ami utterly ignore 
their claims upon us for the damages 
inflicted. 
American Authors are duly 


protected in England, in (jermany, in 
France, and in every nation of Europe. 
Yet the foreign author and publisher 
are treated with no better respect in the 
United States, as to property rights, 
than freebooters show to every peoule 
upon whom they can depredate. It is 
literary looliug, the piracy of publica - 
tion upon the domain of every other 
nation, in the realm of letters. It is 
high time that this be stopped. "Rank- 
ing as the most powerful and the most 
enlightened nation of the globe, Amer- 
ica should herself be the exam pier to 
other nations in every great and im- 
portant quality. 
The rapidity with 


which American authors are making 
themselves renowned in the world, and 
the high reputation fo which American 
booka and periodicals have advanced 
throughout foreign countries, particu- 
larly in Europe, fore-shadow the prob- 
ability that in time American literature 
will overspread the countries of the Old 
World and, in trade parlance, possess 
the markets abroad as at home. It ia 
not too early now to prepare for such 
flattering future event by eetting our 
own house in order for ita coming. The 
persistent refusal on the part, of our gov- 
ernment to reciprocate the just guaranty 
which foreisn nations provide to Ameri- 
can authors and publishers will be with- 
drawn and the reciprocal evil of indis- 
criminate appropria'ion ami piratical 
looting will ba rutuincd upon us with 
enormous damage. 
Against 
such a 


condition of things, the United States 
cannot reasonably protest or justly de- 
mand .that which is right. The United 
States ia itself tbe aggressor and has 
persisted in the wrongful course iu de- 
fiance of juat sentiment at home and 
abroad, in spite of every effort to estab- 
lish fair and honest comity of inter- 
national produce.

Settlers Two Years From Rutland 


Who Hot $«4- an Acre for 


Alfalfa Hay. 


From the Daily oriutedaj-. 


The Hartley 
Brothers tame hithei 


from Kngland two years ago, and paid 
$1)000 for forty acres oa Chei ry avenue. 
They have withm the two years applied 
so much intelligence aud Industry to the 
laud that it ia now valued at $10,000. 


The foliage of the vines is blight and 


clean, aud not a weed appears between 
the rows of freshly turned and pulver- 
ized soil. Twenty-two acres are in Mus- 
cat and Malaga viues: and three acres in 
cuttings of the same variety. Four acres 
are in alfalfa. 


"It is the best field of alfalfa that I 


know of," said Mr. Hartley. "It violds 
two tons of hay to the aero at each cut- 
ting, and we cut it eix timed a year. We 
cleaned it of weeda twice, by hand, ai.d 
you will not h'nd a weed in it." 


Twelve long of ha}* to the acre, mak- 


ing forty-eight tons for four ucrcs, is a

Kleven acres are in orchard, mostly

acre. The raisin crop last fall on the 
twenty-two aerea produced *K>;-&i)t an 
average of $lu0.i>l to the acre. 


THE SrOTT H.At'H. 


Mr. and Mrs. A. E. 1). ficott bought 


forty acres on Cherry avenue for $5000 a 
year and a balf ago. There was noth- 
ing but weeds on tho land when they 
bought it, and they have made remark- 
able improvement in the short time that 
they have been living there. They have 
built for themselves a neat cottage' and a 
barn and have laid out a perfect system 
of irrigating ditches along which may be 
seen young raisin vines and % tree". 


"The most of the tract is m alfalfa," 


Raid .Mr. Scott, "and we have put out 
some acres in Malaga rais'm vines, and 
the rent m cuttings of the White Adri- 
atic fig. The Malagas hear heavier crops 
than the Muscats, and they better with- 
stand the eflect of alkali." 


The tract is now valued at $8000.

His defense is insanity, alleged to have 


beun brought ahuut temporarily by bard 
drinking. On April 27th last ho deliber- 
ately killed Henry Berger in cold blood 
on the Dos 1'alos ranch oi Miller A- Lux, 
seven miles north of Firebangh's ferrv, 
in this county. 


The prosecution was represented by 


Keel U. Terry, Uiotrict Attorney Tnppnr 
and Assistant UUtriet Attorney Wtlsh, 
and it was while .Mr. Terry was making 
his opening statement to tho jury that 
the defendant wept. 


King's left eye und the upper part of 


hia left cheek wero concealed by a red 
handkerchief tied around his head and 
covering Hie gunshot wound made liy 
the posse of citizens who captured him 
shortly after the murder. 


After the counsel for the defendant 


had exhausted the twenty peremptory 
challenges allowed him by law, O. J. 
Meado, ex-sheriff of this county, was 
sworn in as the twelfth juror. 


Mr. Terry made thfi following state- 


lueut lo the jury aa lo what he expected 
to prove: 


For four or five years tho, defendant 


had been in the employ of Miller it

Mr. Shipp testified aa follows: 
I went 


into the phesp business in Freano in 
1S70 and have been in it ever since. 1 
resided (lien on Ihe JJig I>ry Creek, fif- 
teen miles from Fresno, on the old road 
from Millerton to Ct-nti-rville, and often 
bud occasion to cross the Kiesno Canal 
and Irrigation Company'a 
ditch. In 


1ST1, at the point of the mountain?, this 
was fifty or sixty feet wide und three 
and one-half to four feet deep, with a 
good rapid current. At Hohbler'a cross- 
ng it was seventy feet widn and four 
'eet deep. All the water came from the 
canal company's ilitcbe-3. At the eame 
time part of the Easterhy ranch waa irri- 
gated by the Church ditch— they claimed 
that four sections were wet by it, but I 
can't say as to that— and there were 
three ditches in the Central Colony, 
each twelve feet wide and each with a 
good current. 


"On the other hand, at thia vary time, 


Kings river was dry below the canal 
company's headgatc. By dry, I mean 
tbat there was no current. Tho water 
stood in poola in many places, of comfc, 
hut there wati no stream. The defend- 
ant's ditch took all the water and left the 
river hare. Thia was a very dry year.

YIELD OF UA1SINS TA 
KRl'IT. 


Supervisor White aud Richard Will- 


lams Relate Their Experience ta 


a Republican Reporter. 


From ihc Itaily nf Sunday. 


One of the largest and finest tracts on 


Kim avenue ia the I'^u-acre orchard and 
vineyard of T. C. White, chairman of 
the board of supervisors. 


It is only a short distance south of the 


'ity limhe and is fronted by a pomegran- 
ate hedge, the bright green foliage of 
which intensifies the fire of the semi- 
tropical blossoms that spangle its sur- 
fju-e with points of llame. 


The carriage entrance is spanned by 


an arch bearing in gilt letters tho words, 
'liaisina Vineyard, T. 
White." 


Standing some distance back of tho 
entrance, in the center of a plat of al- 
falfa and llowers, is a line, English look- 
ing residence, picturesque with quaint 
gables and shaded bv tall trees. 


This beautiful 1^0-acre tract was 


bought by Mr. White thirteen years ago 
for $50 au acre with water right, *liOOO 
in all. He now values it at $50.000. 
The improvements are valuable and of a 
E 


rmanent nature, tho dwelling-house 
vim; cost $70i*0. There ara commodi- 


ous stables, barns, storehouse and other 
buildings that are. of great utility on a 
California ranch. 


'/ANTE CTKKANTS, 


There are sixty-five acres planted 


raisiu grapevines, principally of tho 
Muscatel variety. In 
the 
sixty-five 


acrea sre included also some other varie- 
ties of the raisin grape such as Malacas, 
Sultanas (a small white seedless grape) 
and Xante currants, ilr. White ex- 
plained that the Xante currant was not a 
currant at all, but a small seedless 
grape, with brnches a little smaller than 
those of the seedless Sultana, but it has 
a better flavor than the Sultana and is 
therefore preferred. 


Feed for -Mr. White's fast trottera and 


graded cows is supplied by between eight 
and nine acres of alfalfa, and a few acrea 
in grain for hay. There are ten acres of 
peaches, apricots and a general aaaoit- 
ment of fruits, including fifty fig trees of 
the White Smyrna variety. 


"We have sold the figs," said Mr. 


White, "both green and dried, and they 
arc a good paying crop, but we have not 
enongh to pay much attention to them 
as a crop." 


I'KOKirS FROM RAISINS. 


''Raisins yielded ua last year fiom 


$100 to flob an acre net. All of the 
vines are not. in full bearing, as we 
grafted some wine grapes with laiain 
grapes. The cost of cultivating, prun- 
ing, picking, curing, putting the raisins 
into the aweat-boxes and taking them to 
tbe market will not exceed $25 an acre. 


A HiCi FKL'IT YIELD. 


"The fruit trees are planted fifteen feet 


apart—192 to the acre, and they average 
100 pounds of green frnit to tbe tree- 
about ten tons to tbe acre. 
If sold 


green on the tree at a cent a pound they 
will yield $200 to the acre. When a tree 
in this countrv gets eight or nine years 
old it has Keen its best days, aud it is 
better to replace th3m with vines. Stone 
fruits irrigated are short lived in this 
country, but seeded fruits, like pears, 
apples' and quinces, will stand the dif- 
ferent varieties of soil nmch better. 


ALFALFA AKD SULTANAS. 


"I have just finished cutting two 


acres 
and 
a 
half 
of 
alfalfa, 


and the yield was eight tons from one 
cutting. I cut my alfalfa four times 
during the year. 


"The Heedless Sultana grapevines are 


very heavy bearers. They are planted 
GOO vines to the acre, and" average fifty 
pounds of grapes to the vine. That is 
fifteen tons. They sell from four to five 
cents a pouud. At four cents a pound 
that would be about $300 an acre for the 
Sultana raisins. 
There is, however, but 


little demand for Sultanas. 


MALAGA GRAPES. 


Tbe Malaga vines are very heavy bear- 


ers, and the grapes make nearly as good 
a raisin aa the Muscatel, but it has not 
eg high a flavor. Malaga vinea will bear 
from eight to twelve tons of grapes to 
the acre, or from two to three tons of 
raisins to the acre. They sell for 4 
cents a pound in the sweat boxes, thus 
yielding from $lt>0 to $240 an acre. 


"All our grapes are dried into raisins 


in the sun. We packed onr own raisins 
for the first four or five years, but since 
we commenced to have large crops we 
thought that it would be juat as profit- 
able to sell tbe raisins at a fair price in 
the sweat boxes to the people who 
pack them in packing-houses in town 
with the aid of men, women, boys and 
girls from Fresno. The large firms can 
pack nmch cheaper than the small vine- 
yard ists can. As long as bidders are 
willing to pay at least o cents a pound it 
Is advantageous to sell at that price." 


Richard Williams forsook tbe glitter- 


ing temptations of the Comatock thirteen 
years ago and left Mackay and Fair to 
take all the gold and silver that remained 
in the bowels of Mount Davidson, and 
settled down on Cherry avenue on a pro- 
lific forty acre tract. 
He ia also the 


senior member of the druggist firm ol 
Williams & Son of this city. 


He paid $2025 for the forty acrea, witli 


water rights. Mr. Williams belongs to 
that class of people known as workers, 
and ho has improved his time and bis 
land an well. Ha has built a cosy resi- 
dence, a commodious barn, a windmill, 
tank and other conveniences of civilized 
life, and values his property now at 
118,000. 


"It pays 10 per cent interest on that 


sum," eaid Mr. Williams, "and that ia 
the baais of my estimate. 


"1 have fifteen acres in bearing vines 


of the Muscatel Gorilo Blanco variety, 
and ten acrea in young vinea from one to 
three years old. I have four acres in 
Bartlett pears, one acre tn apricols, two 
acres in peaches of the early Crawford 
variety and six and a half acrea ol 
alfalfa*.

valley terminus," so spoke Austin D 
Moore, president of the Kings Kiver 
lumber company to a KEI-IMIUCAS cor- 
respondent who called to inquire aa to 
the prospects of the great Ilume. 


"The flume is fifty-four miles long,' 


continued Mr. Moore, "and is built in 
the strongest and most substantial man 
ner. 
It ia what is known as a V tlume 
| being shaped something like a capital V 


with its sides at right angles to eacl 
other. 
Kach of these sidea is forty-two 


inches wide, giving it a capacity of 31,000 
feet of lumber per minute. 


'Great care was exercised in making 


the surveys for the route of the flu me, so 
aa to bo able to avoid all sudden change 
of cmdo and all sharp curves. The* 
have been tho tfo great drawbacks o 
most lumber tlumea, reducing greatlj 
the length of the lumber that could be 
sent through them, in the Kings' liive 
flu mo the grades slopes into each othe 
so gradually and the curves are so largt 
and gentle that we can easily run sticks 
of lumber forty feet long. In fact ther 
are only three curves in the fifty-fou 
milea that have a radius of lesa than 30 
feet.

Tbe Botimst of Sanders Suggests 


That Fresno Should ituiM a 


Mountain WagouRoad. 


From Oailv of Saturday. 


EDITOR Uci'L-BijCAN: Tho Moore & 


Smith sawmills are thirty-eight miles 
east and two miles north of Fresno. The 
reservoir they have made, IB in the old 
"WauRh Meadows,1; near the site of the 
first sawmill built in the Sierras, by 
Thomas brothers of Viaalia, some thirty 
years ago. There ia no Fresno countv 
road to reach these mills, though they 
are in Frasuo county, several miles 
north of the Tulare county line. One of 
the beat mountain roads in the state 
runs to the mills from Visaliu, owned 
and kept in repair by Tularo county to 
the county line, above which i»oint 
Moore A Smith have built the road and 
kept in repairs, without toll or expense to 
those traveling over it. Stouelarul runs a 
daily stagoover this road. There ia alao 
an opposition stage.and a large amount of 
travel. The four hundred people now in 
the mountains, and tbe thousands non- 
hurrying thither for summer, all rnuflt 
move their goods and mppliea over this 
road, and their trade RO to enrich our 
more enterprising neighbors 
ia road 


building, the people of Tulare county. 


A NEEDKD HOAD. 


The Squaw valley road should be ex- 


tended to these milla. Only four or five 
miles of grading is required, from the 
upper crossing of Mill creek to follow up 
the creek to the Viaalia road. A nearly 
level grade can be run the entire dis- 
tance, with the beat of soil iu which to 
make a road. To be sure, it is through 
a dense growth of brush, but that ia a 
far leas obstruction than rucks. There 
haa already been completed a very cood 
road from the plaina through Hill's val- 
ley to the old Stjuaw valley road.

the plaina.but with the springy elasticity 
of youth, and enjoy the jovial hilarity of 
peifect health like a lot of romping boye 
ind girls. The world needs a railroad 
to thia grand health reaort, and on be- 
fond thia a acore of miles to Fresno's 
juudred blue mountain lakes, where 
there is n supply of ice from the purest 
of water sufficient for all the people of 
our state.
